“Nobody will be able to force Spain 
to ac ept the debt; lor apart from bank- 
ruptcy, she could ouly meet the liabTi­ 
tles at the expense of her foreign bond- 
hoi era, who, by a strange anomaly, 
would thus have to pay for the inde­ 
pendence of Cuba. 
It is not likely that 
the United States or any other power 
can or will force Spain to ruin herself 
by meeting the Cuban debt and it will 
then either be a total loss for Europe or 
be paid by the Spanish bondholders. 
“If, iii these circumstances, ail agree­ 
ment can no be effected, America will 
indeed be wise to refer the question to 
the arbitration of im partial men, en­ 
tirely disinterested in this delicate m at­

Tho postoffice department is soon to 
Clake an experiment which, if success­ 
ful, will bring about a radical change 
in the postal service of the country. 
Free rural delivery is to bo established 
over the entire county of Santa Clara, 
in the state of California. 
This is the 
county, writes a Washington corre­ 
spondent, in which Congressman Eugene 
Load, chairman of the house committee 
on postoffices aud postroads, resides. 
It was selected for the experiment be­ 
cause it presents all the conditions 
which the department deems necessary 
for a successful test, and for the further 
reason that it w ill be an advantage to 
have the test made where it will be 
right under the eye, so to speak, of the 
man through whom tho legislation for 
free delivery throughout the country 
must 
originate, 
ii 
such legislation 
should be shown by the experiment to 
be justified. 
First Assistant Postmaster General 
Heath ever since his advent into tho de­ 
partment has been giving a great deal 
of attention to the subject of rural free 
delivery, and as a result of his figuring, 
based upon the showing made where 
rural free delivery bas been partially 
established, has reached the conclusion 
that in populous counties mail can be 
delivered and taken up at each farm­ 
house at no greater expense than the 
government is now under in maintain­ 
ing fourth clam offices and star routes 
in such counties. His idea is to use the 
money now paid out to fourth class 
postmasters and to start route contract­ 
ors for the establishment of the new 
service. 
There are some counties, he 
says, in which the new system cannot 
only be inaugurated aud maintained for 
the same araonnt of money paid out by 
the government under the present sys­ 
tem, but where an actual saving to the 
government can be made by the im ­ 
proved service. 
The experiment in California is to be 
inaugurated by Superintendent Maebin 
of the free delivery service. Mr. Maehin 
will leave Washington for California in 
a few days. Mr. Maohiu undertakes the 
experiment with entire confidence in its 
success 
Speaking on the subject, he 
said: 
“ The department has not yet made 
such a test of rural free delivery as 
might enable it to determine accurately 
just what saving in other branches of 
the Service may accrue by reason of the 
establishment of the rural free delivery 
service. 
To make a test of this kind it 
w ill be necessary to establish the service 
throughout one county. 
The one hun­ 
dred odd places in whioh the service is 
now established cover only small por­ 
tions of a county or township. 
“ A careful review of reports received 
from Various places satisfies the depart­ 
ment that Santa Clara county, Cal., 
presents tho best opportunities for a 
thorough and satisfactory county exper­ 
iment. 
It has good stone roads, and 
comparatively speaking it is well set­ 
tled, being divided up into a large num­ 
ber of small farm or fruit gardens. 
A 
carefnl investigation w ill soon be made 
to determine how many carriers will be 
required to serve tho entire county and 
how many postoffices and star routes 
may be displaced by the rural service. 
Of course the principal offices will be 
retained for the money order facilities 
and as the distributing points for the 
rural letter carriers. 
“ While we have made no practical 
test covering a full county we are satis­ 
fied ftom carefully prepared estimates 
that the cost of the rural free delivery 
service in fairly well populated dis­ 
tricts w ill not exceed the amount saved 
by the discontinuance of fourth class 
postoffices, star routes and messenger 
service. 
The test w ill hardly be estab­ 
lished in timo to include an account of 
it in the annual report of the postmas­ 
ter general, to be issued in November 
next. However, it may form the subject 
of a special report to he submitted to 
congress by the postmaster general later 
in the session. “ —Cor. New York World. 


Here'll a New Gas. 
Another new gas has recently been 
discovered, uot in the atmosphere this 
time, but in the gases given off by cer­ 
tain volcanic fissnres in the earth. The 
discovery is interesting as affording one 
more proof that the elements of which 
the earth is composed are precisely sim ­ 
ilar to those which go to make up the 
sun. 
It has been known for some time 
that certain elements exist in the corona 
of the sun of which no trace could be 
found on earth. One of these, says The 
Golden Penny, which has been named 
corona, is reported to have been found 
by means of the spectroscope. Theoret­ 
ically it should be lighter than hydro­ 
gen,

the 
lightest 
element 
known, but as it has not yet been ob­ 
tained in a pare state this cannot be 
verified. It is to be hoped that this dis­ 
covery may be followed by others of a 
similar kind.

Tho postoffice department is soon to 
make an experim ent which, if success­ 
ful, will bring about a radical change 
in the postal service of the country. 
Free rural delivery is to bo established 
over t im entire county of Santa Clara, 
in tho stale of California. 
This is tho 
county, writes 
a W ashington corre­ 
spondent, in which Congressman Eugene 
Loud, chairman of the house committee 
on postoffices and postroads, resides. 
It was selected for the experiment be­ 
cause it presents all the conditions 
which the departm ent deems necessary 
for a successful test, and for the further 
reason that it w ill be an advantage to 
have the test made where it will be 
right under the eye, so to speak, of the 
man through whom tho legislation for 
free delivery throughout the country 
m ust 
originate, 
ii 
such legislation 
should be shown by the experiment to 
be justified. 
F irst Assistant Postmaster General 
Heath ever Mince his advent into tho de­ 
partm ent has been giving a great deal 
of attention to the subject of rural free 
delivery, and as a result of his figuring, 
based upon the showing made where 
rural free delivery has been partially 
established, has reached the conclusion 
that iii populous counties m ail can he 
delivered aud taken up at each farm ­ 
house at no greater expense than the 
government is now under in m aintain­ 
ing fourth class offices and star routes 
iii snch counties. His idea is to use the 
money now paid out to fourth class 
postmasters and to start route contract­ 
ors for the establishm ent of the new 
service. 
There are some counties, he 
says, in which the new system cannot 
only he inaugurated and m aintained for 
the same amount of money paid out by 
the government under the present sys­ 
tem, hut where an actual saving to the 
government can be made by the im ­ 
proved service. 
The experiment in California is to be 
inaugurated by Superintendent Maohin 
ot tho free delivery service. Mr. Maehin 
will leave W ashington for California iii 
a few days. Mr. Maohin undertakes the 
experiment w ith entire confidence in its 
success 
Speaking on the subject, he 
said: 
“ The departm ent has not yet made 
such a test of rural free delivery as 
m ight enable it to determ ine accurately 
ju st w hat saving in other branches of 
the ffervice may accrue by reason of the 
establishment of the rural free delivery 
service. 
To make a test of this kind it 
w ill be necessary to establish the service 
throughout one county. 
The one hun­ 
dred odd places in which the service is 
now established cover only small por­ 
tions of a county or township. 
“ A^ careful review of reports received 
from Various places satisfies the depart­ 
m ent that 8auta Clara county, Cal., 
presents tho best opportunities for a 
thorongh and satisfactory county exper­ 
iment. 
It has good stone roads, and 
comparatively speaking it is well set­ 
tled, being divided up into a large num ­ 
ber of small farm or fruit gardens. 
A 
careful investigation w ill soon be made 
to determine how m any carriers will be 
required to serve the entire county and 
how m any postoffices aud star routes 
may be displaced by the rural service. 
Of course the principal offices will be 
retained for the money order facilities 
and as the distributing points for the 
rural letter carriers. 
“ W hile we have made no practical 
test covering a full county we are satis­ 
fied fiom carefully prepared estimates 
th at the cost of the rural free delivery 
service in fairly well populated dis­ 
tricts will uot exceed the am ount saved 
by the discontinuance of fourth class 
postoffices, star routes and messenger 
service. 
The test w ill hardly be estari- 
lislied iii time to include an account of 
it in the annual report of the postm as­ 
ter general, to be issued in November 
next. However, it m ay form the subject 
of a special report to be subm itted to 
congress by the postm aster general later 
in tile session. *’—Cor. New York World.

Even Eng 
lishmen now frankly admit that their 
supremacy of the seas is in dire peril. 
The main question is no longer with us 
one of navigation laws.

T h* M innow T ra p . . 
The minnow trap used t o r catching 
minnows for bait is of glass, shaped libs 
a jar or a bottle w ithout a nook and of 
a capacity of six or eight quarts* Tbs 
bottom o f' the trap rises in a cone, like 
the bottom of a champagne bottle, bot 
instead of being solid the top of tho 
cone is cut off, m aking an opening In 
the trap. 
The top of the trap has over 
it a metal cap on a binge. 
The cap is 
perforated w ith a num ber of holes to 
perm it of the circulation of water 
through the trap. 
The minnow trap is slung horizon­ 
tally in a wire holder, which has a han­ 
dle on top, to which a rope is made fa s t 
Suitable bait to attract m innows is 
placed in the trap, w hich is then low­ 
ered into tho water. The cone w ith the 
opening at the inner end in the bottom 
is in effect like the opening into an eel 
or fish trap. 
It is easy for the m innows 
to get through it into the trap in search 
of the bait, but bard for them to get 
out. 
W hen the trap has been raised, 
the captured m innows arc got out by 
opening the cap at the other end of the 
trap .— New York San.

The minnow trap used for catching 
minnows for bait is of glass, shaped like 
a jar or a bottle w ithout a neck and of 
a capacity of six or eight quarts. Tha 
bottom o f' the trap rises in a cone, like 
tbe bottom of a champagne bottle, bat 
instead of being solid the top of the 
oone is cat off, m aking an opening in 
tbe trap. 
Tbe top of tbe trap has over 
it a metal cap on a hinge. 
The cap is 
perforated w ith a num ber of boles to 
perm it of the circulation of water 
through the trap. 
The minnow trap is slung horizon­ 
tally in a wire holder, which has a han­ 
dle on top, to which a rope is made fa st 
Suitable bait to attract minnows is 
placed in the trap, which is then low­ 
ered into tho water. The oone w ith the 
opening at the inner end in the bottom 
is in effect like tbe opening into an eel 
or fish trap. 
It is easy for tbe minnows 
to get through it into the trap in search 
of the bait, hut bard for them to get 
out. 
When the trap bas been raised, 
tbe captured m innows arc got o at by 
opening tbe rap at the other end of the 
trap .—New York Son.

dispatch to the president, bat declared 
st a personal one from Hay. 
I he meeting lasted nearly an hour.

C o n c o r d , N. H., Cot. 27.—The fifty- 
second annual meeting of the American 
Missionary association was continued, 
the first address being delivered by Rev. 
w. P. Thorpe of Binghamton, N. Y., 
on “Chinese Missions.” 
The report on Indian missions was 
presented by its chairman. Rev. J. C. 
Merrill, of Portland. Me. 
The commit­ 
tee presented resolutions, which were 
adopted, declaring in part that “we be­ 
lieve that no solution of the Indian 
problem can be reached until the pres­ 
ent tribal system be unrecognized, gov­ 
ernm ent reservations be abolished and 
the present appropriations for the m a­ 
terial support of the indian be disoon- 
tlUUwu. 
Tub report or m e finance committee 
appointed at last year's meeting in Min­ 
neapolis states that the executive com- 
rn.Lee at the beginning of the year 
faced a debt of *.4,IWO, which arose 
from the effects of the pauio of 18J3.

SOME SUPPLIES CAME BACK. 


M ajor G andy’* Charge R egarding San­ 
tiago Cam paign to th# W ar 
Investigator*. 


H u n t s v ille , Ala., Oct. 27.—The war 
investigating commission began the 
examination of 
witnesses at Camp 
Forsee with General Lx>uis H. Carpen­ 
ter, who is in command in General 
Wheeler’s absence 
He had been at 
Chickamauga, Tampa and at Fernan­ 
dina before oomiug here. 
He said the 
camp at Chickamauga was too crowded. 
That at Taiiijia was unsatisfactory, but 
it was not intended to be permanent. 
That at Fernandina was ideal. 
The 
food supply had been ample throughout, 
but quarterm aster’* supplies were gen­ 
erally slow aud there had been especial 
trouble iu securing tents. There was 
more difficulty in getting supplies at 
Tampa than elsewhere, because of rail­ 
way congestion. 
Major Charles M. Gandy, the sur­ 
geon who was in charge of the medical 
Mi p ply depot at Tampa, said regular 
troops were easily satisfied, but the vol­ 
unteers were exacting. Still there were 
some delays and he mentioned one in­ 
stance of supplies ordered from New 
York that were not received for two 
mouths. 
He had fitted out the Shafter 
expedition for Cuba aud thought that 
in the main the exoedition was fairlv

The announcement ii now made that 
by employing aupanttus which he had 
invented, capable of generating electri­ 
cal pressures vastlv In cxfMAS of any 
hereto ore is ti. located oi 
natural 
sources of power, the corrupt can be 
conducted to a terminal maintained at 
an elevation where the rarified atmos­ 
phere is capable of conducting freely 
the particular t orrent produced, then at 
a distant point where the energy is to 
be un* d commercially, %o maintain a 
second terminal at about the same ele­ 
vation to attract and receive ^tte current 
and to convey it to earth through spe­ 
cial un ans for transforming uud utiliz­ 
ing it. 
With the articles an illustration is 
presell loch showing streams of electri­ 
city issuing from a single terminal, 
giving an estimated electrical prei-sure 
of 3,dUO,OOO volts. The Electrical Re­ 
view says in part: 
“ Tesla now proposes to transm it, 
without the use of any wires, through 
the natural media—tne earth and the 
air—great amounts of power to dis­ 
tances of thousands of miles. 
“ The success of his effort means that 
power from such distances as Niagara 
will h*-come available inauy part of the 
world regardless of distance.”

The postoffice departm ent is soon to 
make an experim ent which, if success­ 
ful, will bring about a radical charge 
in the postul service of the country. 
Free rural delivery is to be established 
over the entire county of Santa Clara, 
in the state of California. 
This is the 
county, writes 
a W ashington corre­ 
spondent, in which Congressman Eugene 
Loud, chairm an of the house committee 
on postoffice! and postroads, resides. 
It was selected for the experim ent be­ 
cause it presents all the conditione 
which the departm ent deems necessary 
for a successful test, and for the further 
reason th at it w ill be an advantage to 
have the test made where it will be 
right under the eye, so to speak, of the 
man through whom tho legislation for 
free delivery throughout the country 
m ust 
originate, 
if 
such legislation 
should he shown by the experim ent to 
be justified. 
F irst Assistant Postm aster General 
Heath ever since his advent info the de­ 
partm ent has been giving a great, deal 
of attention to the subject of rural free 
delivery, and as a result of his figuring, 
based upon tho showing made where 
rural free delivery has been partially 
established, baa reached the conclusion 
that iii populous counties m ail can be 
delivered and taken up at each farm ­ 
house at no greater expense than the 
governm ent is now under iii m aintain­ 
ing fourth claw offices and st ar routes 
in such comities. His idea is to use the 
money now paid out to fourth class 
postm asters and to start route contract­ 
ors for the establishm ent of the new 
service. 
There are some counties, he 
says, in which the new system cannot 
only bo inaugurated and m aintained for 
the same am ount of money paid out by 
the governm ent under the present sys­ 
tem, but where an actual saving to the 
governm ent eau be made by the im ­ 
proved service. 
The experim ent iii California is to be 
inaugurated by Superintendent Mach in 
of tho free delivery service. Mr. Maehin 
will leave W ashington for California in 
a few days. Mr. M achiu undertakes the 
experiment with entire confidence in its 
success 
Speaking on the subject, he 
said: 
“ The departm ent has not yet made 
such a test of rural free delivery as 
m ight enable it to determ ine accurately 
just what saving in other branches of 
the Service may accrue by reason of the 
establishm ent of the rural free delivery 
service. 
To make a test of this kind it 
w ill be necessary to establish the service 
throughout one county. 
The one hun­ 
dred odd places in which the service is 
now’ established cover only small por­ 
tions of a county or township. 
“ A careful review of reports received 
from various places satisfies the depart­ 
m ent th at balita Clara county, Cal., 
presents tho best opportunities for a 
thorough aud satisfactory county exper­ 
iment. 
It has good stone roads, aud 
comparatively speaking it is well set­ 
tled, being divided up into a large num ­ 
ber of small farm or fruit gardens. 
A 
careful investigation w ill soon lie made 
to determ ine how many carriers will be 
required to serve the entire county and 
how' many postofilces aud star routes 
may be displaced by the rural service. 
Of coarse the principal offices will he 
retained for the money order facilities 
anil as the distributing points for the 
rural letter carriers. 
“ W hile we have made no practical 
test covering a full county we are satis­ 
fied fiom carefully prepared estimates 
that the cost of the rural free delivery 
service in fairly well populated dis- 1 
tricts w ill not exceed the am ount saved 
by the discontinuance of fourth class 
postoffice^ star routes and messenger 
service.

Tiro M innow Trap. 
The minnow trap used for entoiling 
minnows for bait is of glass, shaped like 
a jar or a bottlo w ithout a neck and of 
a capacity of six or eight quarts. 
Tbs 
bottom o f' the trap rises in a cone, like 
the bottom of a champagne bottle, bat 
instead of being solid the top of the 
cone is cut off, m aking an opening in 
the trap. 
The top of the trap has over 
it a metal cap on a hinge. 
The cap is 
perforated w ith a num ber of boles to 
perm it 
of the cironlation of water 
through the trap. 
The minnow trap is slung horizon­ 
tally in a w ire holder, which has a han­ 
dle on top, to which a rope is made fast. 
Suitable bait to attract m innows is 
placed in the trap, which is then low­ 
ered into tho water. The cone w ith the 
opening at the inner end in the bottom 
is in effect like the opening into an eel 
or fish trap. 
It is easy for the minnows 
to get through it m to the trap in search 
of the bait, but hard for them to get 
out. 
W hen the trap has been raised, 
the captured m innows arc got out by 
opening the cap at the other end of the 
trap .— New York Sun.

Local physicians were unable to give 
any relief or to discover the nature or 
cause of the disease. Finally it became 
evident thata process of ossification was 
going on and that the band was slowly 
turning into bone. 
It was not uutil the fingers had be­ 
come hard aud rigid aud until the dis­ 
ease bad paralyzed the wrist and showed 
signs of progress almost to tho elbow 
that Mr. Michaels awoke to the neces­ 
sity of seeking relief among eastern 
physicians. He then went to Now York 
city, where he was treated for several 
mouths without success. 
It was finally 
resolved to resort to amputation to pre­ 
vent the process of ossification from ex­ 
tending to tho body aud thus in time 
reached tho vital organs, when doath 
would result. 
His arm was amputated at the elbow, 
as the disease had not yet extended that 
lur. lie has not experienced any further 
trouble, and it is not expected that he 
w ill. The disease is of very rare occur­ 
rence, but a few years ago a member of 
tho British house of commons was sim­ 
ilarly affected, tho cause being tho habit 
of constantly carrying a walking stick. 
It is also said that the “ ossified 
m an,’’ who a few years ago was exhib­ 
ited in city museums, was afflicted with 
tho same disease. In his case tho excit­ 
ing cause was a ill fitting shoe, causing 
undue pressure on the heel. In time his 
entire body became like bone. 
He lost 
all the power of motion, except in Ilia 
lower jaw. Finally the disorder reached 
the heart aud death resulted.—Pitts- !

Each 
nest contains oue egg, generally white, 
but sometimes blotched with brown. 
Once fairly in the air, no bird surpasses 
the majesty of its Might. The question 
has often beeu hotly discussed whether 
birds can sail without flapping their 
wings. 
The difficulty originated, of course, 
with somebody of that unfortunate class 
who nio«t reason about a question of 
tact instead ut looking. He demonstrat­ 
ed that such a feat was impossible. The 
vultures k< pt ou doing it all the same, 
aud any one may watch them. 
For 
hours together they w ill sail in circles, 
or rather in spirals, without the slight­ 
est motion of their wings beyond trim­ 
ming them to the wind like the sails of 
a boat. Of course there must be a wind. 
There are two other kinds of vultures 
which may occasionally be seen in Bom­ 
bay 
One is the king vulture (Otogyps 
calvuni, a royal bird, not indeed larger 
than the others, but of nobler aspect aud 
prouder character, 
it appears singly or 
with its mute and w ill not consort with 
the herd 
When it comes to a carcass, 
the others have to stand by until it has 
dined. 
There is no difficulty iii recog 
niziug this species by its deep black col­ 
or, relieved only by two pure white 
patches on its thighs and by the blood 
red tint of its bare head aud neck. Our 
fourth vulture is the foul bird knowu aw 
Pharaoh's chicken, as well as by other 
less reputable names. Its title iii sconce 
is Neophron gioginiauus. 
It is oue of the commonest birds 
about Poouah and everywhere on the 
plains of the Deccan, but seldom visits 
the coast, 
I have, however, seen a pair 
on more thuu one occasion about the 
Hats, 
it is a white bird, not much big­ 
ger than a kite, with only the quill 
feathers o f the wing black, 
its bill is
